Manila Tea Held at Ktttery Point 


Saturday Afternoon. 


One of the prettiest events of the 


season took place at the home of the 
Piscataqua Yacht club, Kittery Point, 
on Saturday afternoon, when, in re 
sponse to invitations, nearly three hun- 
dred guests were royally entertained by 
four well-known society ladies of this 
city. 


The affair took the shape of a "Ma- 


nila" tea, and was planned and carried 
out in a most patriotic manner appro- 
priate to the times. 


The ladies who gave this unique 


affair were Mrs. Arthur W. Walker, 
Mrs. Arthur C. 'Heffenger, Mrf. Stephen 
Deeatur and Mrs. Edward Capehart. 


The club house aud grounds were 


brilliantly and tastefully decorated with 
flowers, flags and bunting, while all 
around the club house and veranda 


knotted strands of Manila rope. 


This rope has quite a history attached 
to it, and the strands were eagerly 
sought after by the guests to take away 
as sonvenirs. It came from the wrecked 
ship Asia, which was lost off Boston 
light last winter, with all on board. 


During the afternoon Eastman's full 


Naval band, stationed on the veranda, 
rendered numerous patriotic selections, 
and to the strains of the "Star Spangled 
Banner," a large American flag was 
thrown to the breeze. In the folds of 
the flag were hundreds of tiny ones that 
were blown about by the breeze aud 
were picked up by the ladies and gen- 
tlemen and worn as boutounieres. In 
the front room of the club house was a 
life-size picture of Admiral Dewey, the 
hero of Manila, which was draped with 
a large thirteen star, silk flag, the 
property of the Decatur family. This 
flag was presented to Tobias Lear, who 
was private secretary to General George 
Washington, and handed down to the 
present owners. On either side of Ad- 
miral Dowey's picture were portraits of 
Lieutenaut William Winder, executive 
oilicer on the U. S. 8. Raleigh, and 
Past Assistant Surgeon Dudley Carpen- 
ter, U. S. N , both of whom are with 
Dewey at Manila, and hail from this 
city, where they have hosts of relatives 
and friends.

Lieut. Winder, greatly delighted the 
assemblage by reading a letter from her 
son, describing the famous battle of 
Manila bay, at the conclusion of which 
three rousing cheers were given for 
brave Admiral Dewey and the two offi- 
cers mentioned above. 


Light refreshments were served, con- 


sisting of salads, sandwiches, ices, cakes, 
etc. Iced tea and coffee were poured 
by Mrs. Andrew P. Preston and Miss 
Josephine Carpenter, daughter of Rear 
Admiral Charles C. Carpenter, TJ. S. N. 
The affair will be remembered as one of 
the most brilliant social events ever held 
in this locality, and shows how thor- 
oughly the spirit of patriotism is in 
possession of these four ladies with 
whom the idaaoriginated,and by whose 
efforts all waa brought to such a suc- 
cesful conclusion.

THE SUMMER SEASON 


In Spite of Ibe war Scare Hotel* are 


Preparing lor a Big »«a»oi» 


In spite of the war and the numerous 


Spanish fleets seen off the New England 
coast recently, the coast and ibUud ho- 
tels in this viciuity will Vjpen as usual, 
and expect to have at least an average 
"season." It has been stated that the 
Isles of Shoals hotels, the most exposed 
of any east of Block island, would not 
open at all this summer, but the steamer 
Viking has arrived this w eek from Wil- 
mington, Del., aud will commence to 
run regularly ou the route the 25th 
inst. 
\ 


On the 25th she will take to the islands 


the Portland and Trinity commanderies 
of Knights Templars of Portland. The 
two comnianderiub, with a band, will ar- 
r.ve here at about 11 a. m. next Friday, 
and will be received by De Witt Clinton 
commandery of this city, and after a 
short parade will take tho steamer for 
the islands, where the day and night 
will be passed. 


The Island house at Newcastle has 


opened for the season, as has the Pep- 
perrell house at Kittery Point, both 
having enough guests to pay expenses 
from the start, and on both sides of the 
river many of the summer cottages are 
already occupied. 


The proprietor of hotel Pocahontas, 


on Pocahontas Point, Gerrish island, 
was notified several months ago by the 
government that in case of war the ho- 
tel would have to be removed, as it 
would be in the direct line of fire from 
the Gerrish island battery seaward, and 
would not only be a big nuisance in 
case of a fighl with a hostile fleet, but 
would be liable to be knocked to pieces 
anyway. But no movement has yet been 
made toward tearing down the big hotel 
and its adjacent cottages, nor is any 
likely to be made right away, for the 
GOTrish island battery has never yet had 
even a musket of armament nor. a sin- 
gle soldier stationed there as garrison 
since work was ceased upon it 30 years 
or so^ago. 


At some time in the future the big 


earthwork will uo doubt be armed, for 
its location would not only make it 
practically impregnable to attack, but 
make it the most perfect defense of the 
harbor; but it is not armed yet, and will 
not be this year, so far as is known.

Great Havoc Wrought. 


On board the despatch boat Daunt- 


less, off SANTIAGO DU CUBA, June 18, 
via KINGSTON, JAMAICA, June 19.—Care- 
ful inspection of the fortifications along 
the crest of hills defending Santiago do 
Cuba since the bombardment, Thurs- 
day morning, shows that the American 
gunners wrought wreck and ruin every- 
where. Several of the batteries were 
demolished beyond repair. 
The vul- 


tures were circling over the hills for 
bours after the firing ceased, furnishing 
gruesome evidence of the slaughter 
among the Spanish troops. Hundreds 
of these birds could be seen on the 
hills digging among the mounds of earth 
thrown up by the huge shells from the 
ships and lazily flapping their black 
wings when approached by burial par- 
ties from the forts. The Red Cross flag 
and flag of Spaiu were half-inusted for 
several hours, the significance of which 
is not known, but presumably some 
Spanish leader was killed by the bom- 
bardment of our guns. Some of the 
officers of the squadron believe the flag 
was half-masted as a notification to the 
American fleet that Lieut. Hobson and 
his brave men were dead. If such is 
the case they must have been wantonly 
murdered. 
The Spanish will charge 


their death to the bombardment, but 
not an American shot struck Uie fort- 
ress. Neither Admiral Sampson nor 
Commodore Scbley believe that Lieut. 
Hobson or his men have suffered injury. 


he rebels hold Manila at their mercy, 
jut Admiral Dewey is anxious that the 
American troops shall have the honor of 
receiving the governor general's _ capitu- 
ition.

Washington, June 19.— A war council 


was held at the Whlta House Saturday. 
President McKlnley, Sucretarl*» Long 
and 
Alger. 
General Miles, Admiral 


Slcard and Captain Mahan were present 
considering future plans. The council 
was secret, of course. 


Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn was in 


the council a short time. It lasted about 
two hours. Nothing was given out con- 
cerning it, Secretary Alger remarking 
that where the movements of troops was 
concerned he could say nothing. The 
council was of more than ordinary Im- 
portance. 


It begins to look as If the war depart- 


ment might have some difficulty In ob- 
taining the necessary transports for the 
Porto Rico expedition unless some of 
those which have been sfcnt to Santiago 
are utilized for that purpose. An ear- 
nest appeal was made to the coastwise 
companies to favor the war department 
ttnd submit proposals looking to the 
charter of such vessels belonging to 
them as had not already been secured 
by the government. The replies to thr: 
government's telPRrams. however, havt 
boen far from satisfactory, as the steam- 
ship companies feel they already have 
gone as far e,s practicable in surrender- 
ing their ships, and that to release those 
«tlll In service would subject them to 
great loss and bring their business al- 
most to a standstill. It is acknowledged 
by the %var department officials that the 
vessel owners up to this time have been 
very considerate and have chartered to 
the government a number of their best 
vosswls, and regret is expressed that all 
that are needed cannot be secured. In 
this dilemma the department has been 
compelled to resort to ships of foreign 
register for the transport service and a 
number of Knglish bottoms are now 
under inspection. Congress will be asked 
to give an American register to vesels 
BO secured. They 
will be materially 


benefited thereby, as after the war they 
may engage in the coastwise trade In 
competition with American built vea- 
gcls. 


.Although many of the ships heretofore 


carying mail to the Hawaiian islands 
have been culled into the government 
fervlce, thr- navy und war departments 
)inv». dune what they can to continue the 
porvice. 
It hus !>p<-n ordered that nil 


naval vessel.* and trunspurtH proceeding 
Tiom Sun Fiunclsi-o to the Philippine 
iMliinils MlTall curry mail to tTTi- Hawaiian 
islands in addition to that for the forces 
ut Manila. 


The lack of available ships to carry 


refrigerated meats for the army 


In Cuba, as well as for the starving 
natives. The commissary general pre- 
fers not to close the contracts until ships , 
for carrying the supplies are in such con- 
dition as to be ready promptly for trans- 
portation purposes. 


The military authorities have given 


consideration to the proposition of im- 
mediate relief for the 
Cuban recou- 


trados.. 


General Egan, the commissary general 


of subsistence of the army, reported that 
he had at his disposal 3,500,000 rations 
and an ample supply of material to fur- 
nish 80,000 men -with subsistence, In ad- 
dition to the stores needed by General 
Shafter's command. 
Quartermaster 


General Ludington reported that he had 
ample facilities for handling and dis- 
tributing supplies under his department. 


The project of a Cuban relief expedi- 


tion will call for the Joint operation of 
the military and naval forces. It is pos- 
sible that some of the naval ships can 
be used in carrying supplies, but it is 
not believed that a large military force 
will be needed. War vessels must neces- 
sarily be Used in effecting a landing, 
which might be maintained by bluejack- 
ets and marines. Army officers say that 
a base of supplies i_an be garrisoned by 
a comparatively small military force, 
under which circumstances, of course, 
there should be war vessels at hand as 
supplemental protection from the sea. 
The navy department officials will be 
able to furnish the war vessels which 
are required in this movement.

Patrol Duty on C<u»t of Cuba Uoci Nut 


1'leaie Uur Tarn. 


Key West, June 19.—The captain of a 


vessel just returned from the blockade 
of the northern <xiast of Cuba said yes- 
terday: 


"We are all sick of the patrol duty, 


drifting and cruising along the coast. 
The work has become more disagreeable 
since the rainy season set In. 
Some- 


times one squall will follow another the 
whole clay long, and the seas will drench 
us, even up on the bridge. The smaller 
boats approach as near to the coast as 
they can with proper depth of water. 


"Between Port Cabanas and Bahia. 


Honda the blockaders run along about 
half a mile from the beach and just out- 
side of the white water. From five or 
six fathoms the bottom pitches suddenly 
to two or thre thundred fathoms, and 
the boats can safely skirt the outer edge 
of the surf. The system of watch kept 
by the Spaniards from Cardenas almost 
to Cape Antonio is admirable. Even 90 
the darkest, stormiest night they set 
us, and as we move slowly along lan- 
terns Hash news of our approach down 
the coast, mo that It would be Impossible 
to make a landing with a small boat. 


"In the daytime smoke signals are 


used, and the beach Is patrolled also by 
Spanish cavalrymen. Our vessels .r.cve 
about five miles an hour, and the Span- 
ish horsemen can keep up with us. Three 
troopers follow us along the beach for 
several miles till they come to the station 
of three others. These take up the work 
and run along with us, and so on. They 
never lose track of us. night or day. 


"The new fort at Port Cabanas looks 


to be very strong. The old fort at Bahla 
Honda does not seem to be occupied, at 
least there is no Hag on it. 


"From Port Cabanas to Bahia Honda 


email hills rise back of the beach, and 
between these hills and the summit of 
the mountains far inland are beautiful 
fields of sugar cane and other crops. 
The land seems to be cultivated to the 
Utmost. All of this teritory is, of course, 
tributary to Havana, and furnishes food 
to the city. 


"There may be vessels in Havana har- 


bor anxious to slip out, but they are not 
warships. 
The Spaniards have two or 


three small gunboats at Havana, and 
no other warships, and Captain General 
Blanco's dispatches about warships en- 
tering and leaving are all bombast. 
The gunboats would be very sorry if 
they ever got out, for they would never 
return. The report that the mouth of 
Havana harbor has been left open is 
not true. There are always three or 
four boats prowling about that would 
snap up even the smallest fishing smack 
that tried to get in or out. 


"Commodore Watson's flagship is now 


the Nashville, but he has moved about 
from one to another so much that he 
says his tooth brush is on one vessel, 
his pajamas on a second, his hair brush 
on a third, and he wonders when he will 
be able to collect his personal effects." 


NO NAVAL, MAXKL'VKKS. 


Great llritaln Aliamlons That Evc> t HIU! 


It Causes Comment. 


London, June 19.—It is announced that 


Great Britain will not hold her usual 
annual naval maneuvers this year. Much 
speculation has ensued as to the reason 
for this step. In some quarters it is 
stated it is due to lack of coal, owing to 
the Welsh strike. But in other quarters 
it is believed that Important events are 
in sight. 


The officials of the British adm'rpjty 


decline to give their reasons for aband- 
oning the maneuvers, but they say It is 
not because of lack of coal, as ample 
supplies of fuel were secured previous to 
the strike of the miners in Wales. 


A dispatch to The Times from Havana 


says: There is a decided tendency to- 
ward reconciliation manifested by a 
large section of the insurgents who mis- 
trust American intervention. A procla- 
mation has been issued controlling the 
sale of provisions and fixing the food 
tariff. 


The Statistic, commenting upon the 


iwar loan of the United States, says: 
"The preparations for the loan no doubt 
account to some extent for the fall in 
American railroad securities this week. 
The other principal cause 19 the collapse 
of the wheat corner, and if there Is very 
much gelling of American railroad se- 
curities in Europe, as Is believed on the 
stock exchange, then it la possible gold 
may be taken soon to New York In con- 
siderable amounts.
